The Racing Scene 

By Don Reed 


Maryland wrote racing history on Satur¬ 
day, June 16 when the Maryland Jockey 
Club presented a one-day program at Pim¬ 
lico which included the 55 th Preakness 
Stakes, the 41st Dixie Handicap together 
with a renewal of the Pimlico Oaks, of the 
Jennings Handicap and of the Nursery 
Stakes. 

Never before in the long history of the 
Thoroughbred sport in this State had such 
a galaxy of stakes events been offered on 
a single card and it is doubtful that such 
a program ever again will be lined up for 
any track’s patrons, since this affair was the 
direct result of wartime restrictions which 
everyone hopes will be lifted completely 
soon, through complete victory of our 
armies in the field. 

Because this particular day turned out 
to be one of the most torrid of the early 
summer, and because everyone knew all 
reserved seats and boxes had been sold for 
weeks prior to the date, the crowd which 
saw the all-star bill, was considerably under 
early estimate. 

However, the final check showed 24,096 
on hand and the wagering for the day 
reached $1,600,040 which hardly con¬ 
stitutes a "failure” in this section of the 
land. At any rate, business was good enough 
that no money was lost despite the fact that 
Pimlico put up $117,500 for the eight 
races and that the total distribution ran 
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$165,000 for the afternoon. 

As for the sport itself on this gala oc¬ 
casion, it was sparkling, from beginning to 
end. Highlight, of course, was Polynesian’s 
triumph in the Preakness, particularly since 
it was scored at the direct expense of Hoop, 
Jr. who only a week previously had thrilled 
a tremendous throng at Churchill Downs 
by winning the Kentucky Derby. 

Polynesian, carrying the colors of Mrs. 
P. A. B. Widener of Philadelphia, won this 
Preakness the easy way. Wayne Wright 
took him to the front quickly and he 
showed clean heels to his rivals all the way. 
Hoop, Jr., owned by F. W. Hooper, closed 
fast but was not good enough and Mrs. W. 
G. Lewis’ Darby Dieppe grabbed off third 
honors, also with a strong stretch bid. 

In the Dixie, Pimlico’s one stakes race 
which antedates the Preakness, William 
Helis saw his colors carried to a beautiful 
triumph by * Rounders, the son of Colorado 
Kid who this season served a short stud 
season and then was returned to training 
to win both this race and the Brandywine 
Handicap ahead of it. 

Many turfmen in the crowd were happy 
to see the Helis colors first home, for the 
Greek-American sportsman has purchased 
liberally of racing stock in the last three 
seasons, with scant return in comparison, 
so that any successes he is enjoying now 
have been fully earned by his willingness 
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to spend freely in the market. Maryland 
was not without representation in the Dixie 
finish for Gay Bit, owned by R. Bruce Livie 
of Baltimore, took third honors behind 
Rounders and He Rolls. 

W. L. Brann’s Gallorette, a grand look¬ 
ing daughter of ^Challenger II and Gal- 
lette by *Sir Gallahad III, who previously 
had proven the heroine of the Acorn Stakes 
at Belmont Park, gained further laurels on 
her way toward the championship of the 
three-year-old filly division when she scored 
impressively in the Oaks. Held just off the 
early pace, she put on a stretch rush rem¬ 
iniscent of the days when Challedon was 
being acclaimed "Horse of the Year” to 
beat C. V. Whitney’s Recce and E. R. Brad¬ 
ley’s Be Faithful and set a new Oaks mark 
by her time of 1.44 2-5 for the mile and a 
sixteenth. Trainer Ed Christmas, a Mary¬ 
lander, did a fine job of having her fit for 
this issue. 

Director J. E., the 4-year-old son of 
# Sickle who was Ella K. Bryson’s Preak- 
ness hope last season only to fail, proved he 
is still a top sprinter when he carried the 
Kingsville sportswoman’s silks to a clear 
victory for Maryland in the Jennings over 
Blue Wings and Sophocles. 

The Nursery fell to Morris Wexler’s 
fleet filly Lady Gunner, a daughter of the 
late J. E. Widener’s Roman and this 
marked her third success in three starts, all 
over the Pimlico ovals. One of her earlier 
triumphs had been in the Ral Parr, a fea¬ 
ture of the 10-day meeting staged in May. 

A couple of records fell during this "big 
day" at Pimlico. The public wagered 
$347,343 on the Preakness itself and this 
becomes a new high for a single race in the 
State, the previous record having been set 
in the spring of 1944 when $332,108 was 
wagered on the Preakness of that year. Also 
Polynesian’s purse of $66,170 beat by 
more than $6,000 the former mark of 
$60,075 won by Pensive in the ’44 re¬ 
newal. 

While the crowd and the wagering fell 
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Mrs. Harry A. Parr III, Jockey George 
Woolf, Mrs. William L. Brann, wife of the 
breeder-owner of Gallorette and the filly’s 
trainer, Edward A. Christmas, in the ring 
after the running of the Pimlico Oaks. 

Pimlico 



a little below expectations on Preakness 
Day, the entire spring season of 11 days 
was the most successful in Maryland’s his¬ 
tory. All told, 184,807 fans saw the sport 
and they wagered $11,655,370 thus pro¬ 
viding a daily average attendance of 16,800 
and a daily mutuel handle of $1,059,579. 

In the final days of Pimlico’s spring 
meeting, not covered in our last issue and 
in addition to Lady Gunner’s Ral Parr vic¬ 
tory; Bobanet stable’s Gay Bit took the 
counterpart of Havre de Grace’s Philadel¬ 
phia Handicap and Christiana stable’s 
Alexis was successful in a similar version 
of the Survivor Stakes. 

While Maryland stables and trainers 
have not enjoyed marked success so far at 
Delaware Park in the stakes events there, 
they have furnished an excellent propor¬ 
tion of winners in the run-of-mine races 
and in the daily feature events and without 
the Old Line talent, the meeting near 
Stanton would not have been nearly as 
interesting. 

Charles W. Shaw, Jr., who handles the 
Cedar Farm string of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Bromley of Philadelphia saddled Loveme- 
now to register in the Christiana Stakes for 
the lone triumph in an added money event. 
However F. A. Bonsai, Jr., sent out The 
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Doge to be third in the Kent; A1 (Spec) 
Dunne saddled Bobanet’s Sophocles to be 
second in a division of the Wilmington 
and Bonsai did likewise with H. L. Straus 
New Moon in the other half. Bonsai also 
had a third in the Brandywine with W. P. 
Wetherall’s Lord Calvert. 

Aside from the actual racing, there were 
few developments. The Commission ap¬ 
proved dates for the Hagerstown and Bel 
Air meetings of ten days but held up ap¬ 
plications by Cumberland and Marlboro, 
pending announcement of the racing dates 
for the mile tracks this fall. So far the 
Governor has not made any announcement 
as to whether he was going to re-appoint 
Commissioner H. Courtenay Jenifer, whose 
term on the Racing Commission expires 
June 30, nor has the Governor indicated 
as yet who would compose the new com¬ 
mission to re-codify Maryland’s outdated 
racing laws. 

Maryland Hunter Show 

The Maryland Hunter Show which was 
first started in 1943 at Pimlico, had as its 
objective the creation of a horse show that 
would feature the hunter from breeding 
classes to his proper place behind hounds 
in the field. This first show was a tremen¬ 
dous success, according to exhibitors who 
came from all over the eastern seaboard 
and as a result was followed with a 1944 


show, which was an equal success. 

The Board of Directors, at a recent meet¬ 
ing, have decided to hold the Third Annual 
Maryland Hunter Show on Friday, Satur¬ 
day and Sunday, September 7th, 8th and 
9th, 1945, again at the Worthington Val¬ 
ley Horse Show grounds at Shawan, oppo¬ 
site the Maryland Hunt Cup Course. 

The officers of the Maryland Hunter 
Show, including Dr. J. Wesley Edel, Presi¬ 
dent; Dr. C. Howard Scheid, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, and Hugo R. Hoffmann, Secretary- 
Treasurer, are hard at work appointing 
committees and selecting judges and bene¬ 
ficiaries. 

As this year’s show will be so much 
bigger, Mr. Arthur Naul has been ap¬ 
pointed manager to assist the officers and 
committees. Those of the horse show world 
will remember him as one of the most in¬ 
formed men in his profession. The classes 
will feature the hunter in all divisions, from 
the breeding classes straight through the 
green hunter division, working hunter, con¬ 
formation hunter and hunting ponies to the 
equitation classes for the young folks. 

From inquiries which have been coming 
to headquarters for the last several weeks 
there are good indications that plans are 
being made to send some of the best hunt¬ 
ers and jumpers in this section of the coun¬ 
try to this show next September.

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Okinawa Horse Notes

Who said there is no place for the horse 
in modern warfare? Well, anyway, don’t 
tell it to the Marines. 

A pack team of fifty shaggy Mongolian 
ponies were responsible for relieving a food 
and ammo shortage, which had threatened 
to necessitate a withdrawal of Marines de¬ 
fending Shuri Castle against a determined 
infiltration attempt made by the Japanese. 

Take six inches of Okinawa dust, add six 
days of steady rain and mix well with the 
caterpillar cleats of Sherman tanks and am- 
tracs. Result: impassable roads and modern 
warfare machinery brought to a standstill. 

This was the situation when members 
of the First Marine Regiment gained a 
stronghold in the ruins of Shuri Castle, 
nerve center of Jap military operations dur¬ 
ing the first seven weeks of fighting on this 
important airport island. 

Even amphibious tractors could not 
reach points closer than two miles from 
the grounds of the 16th century castle and 
planes from Yontan airfield failed in an 
attempt to drop food, water and ammuni¬ 
tion to infantry troops. 

That’s when the native horses, formerly 
used by the Okinawan farmers, came into 
their own. Leatherneck wranglers from the 
Quartermaster battalion rounded up ap¬ 
proximately one hundred of the small 
horses, which had been turned free to shift 
for themselves when the invasion started. 
Some were in very poor condition, but fifty 
were found fit for the task of hauling sup¬ 
plies to the front line through hock-deep 
mud. 

Loaded to capacity, the tough little 
animals struggled through the mire and 
reached the Castle defenders with the first 
sufficient supply of food and ammunition. 

What’s more they carried mail. It was 
a more pleasing sight to the hungry 
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“Boots and Saddles” on Okinawa finds U. S. 
Marines saddling up roaming native ponies to 
get ammo, up to front line trenches , other¬ 
wise unreachable, with the needed supplies.

Leathernecks than a field of the sleekest 
Thoroughbreds prancing postward for the 
Derby or Preakness. 

The Okinawa horses are comparable to 
the average lead pony seen on American 
racetracks. However, the pickings on the 
little turf mounds between the Okinawa 
rice patties has not proved the best of feed. 

When Marines first invaded the north¬ 
ern section of the island, the horses pre¬ 
sented quite a problem. They continually 
disturbed security watches at night, often 
setting off the tripflares. Some became en¬ 
tangled in barbed-wire barricades and 
others held up transportation by ganging 
up in the narrow roadways. 

Regardless of the cussin’ they received 
then, they have been forgiven. 

The Baltimore owned Bobanet Stable in 
charge of A. "Spec” Dunne will be another 
newcomer to Garden State Park’s equine 
colony this summer. Best known of the 
party, which numbers 20 head, is Bobanet, 
the two-year-old who was one of the out¬ 
standing 1944 surprises at the local course, 
when he bested a smart field in the Walt 
Whitman Stakes. This fixture in the future 
will be known as the Garden State Stakes.

Maryland's Outriders

Patrons of Thoroughbred racing in 
Maryland in the last four seasons have seen 
with each post parade two red-coated out¬ 
riders who not only make a neat appear¬ 
ance and thus add to the color of the occa¬ 
sion, but who can really ride and capture a 
loose horse when such action is demanded. 
Eddie Benham and Johnny Shanks form 
the team which now operates in Maryland, 
at Garden State Park in New Jersey, at 
Delaware Park and at Hialeah in Florida. 

Four years ago, the use of two outriders 
was more or less of an experiment. Now 
it is an established custom and the Benham- 
Shanks combination has built up a reputa¬ 
tion for efficiency in handling its duties, to 
the point that the boys often get a deserved 
round of applause from an appreciative 
public after a spectacular "catch.” Those 
who have watched the team over the four- 
year span have seen steady improvement 
in their work, until now the outriders ap¬ 


parently can sense trouble even before it 
happens. The two boys are ever on the alert 
to quiet fractious animals and protect riders, 
horses and public alike by being prepared 
for any emergency. 

Both have extensive racing background, 
so it is only natural that they do this job 
well. As Benham puts it, "I wouldn’t trade 
this job to be President of the United 
States.” Shanks nods his assent. Benham 
was born in Montreal, Canada, but has been 
around this section of the country for about 
24 years and makes his home now at 
Laurel, where his wife and 14-year-old son 
reside. He started his riding career in 1923 
in California and in 1925 broke his maiden 
at Youngstown, Ohio, on a horse named 
Guy Clayton. He went on to be leading 
rider of that particular meeting with 21 
victories in ten days. 

Shortly afterward Benham rode at New 
Orleans where his contract was purchased 
by H. P. Whitney for $12,500 and he rode 
under Mose Goldblatt who had the western 
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Outriders Johnny Shanks and Eddie Benham on their favorite mounts . 
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division of the stable. He later went well 
in Florida and Kentucky, worked with Earl 
Sande for a time and then, as he puts it, be¬ 
came a "floater.” He first worked as an 
outrider with Happy Gordon in Maryland 
and when Gordon retired, the team of Ben- 
ham and Shanks was formed. 

Shanks was almost certain to have rac¬ 
ing blood in his veins for his birthplace 
was Saratoga Springs, N. Y., and as Johnny 
says, "I practically was born at the mile 
chute there.” It was in 1923 that Shanks 
made his riding debut at Saratoga under 
Trainer Billy Garth who had the horses of 
J. S. Cosden and others. Shanks did not 
gain his first victory at the home-town 
course, that important event being post¬ 
poned until later in the year at Havana, 
Cuba. He was astride Myrtle Billson when 
he first felt the thrill of entering the win¬ 
ner’s circle. 

Shanks, too, rode successfully in New 
Orleans for Sam Holman and later was 
victorious on many occasions with Storm 
King, trained by Matt Brady. The same 
year that Benham served his first term as 
outrider with Happy Gordon in Maryland, 
Shanks broke into this phase of the busi¬ 
ness at Suffolk Downs so that each has the 
same amount of experience. Johnny makes 
his home now in Washington, D. C., with 
his wife. 

The team has four ponies of which both 
boys are quite proud. Benham likes Champ 
best of the quartet and this three-quarter 
bred former polo performer once was 
ridden by Rigan McKinney in many im¬ 
portant matches. Shanks’ favorite is Little 
Champ, also an ex-polo performer. 

A third member of the outriders’ string 
is a pony which they obtained from the 
United States Remount’s Front Royal auc¬ 
tion through Humphrey Finney, Field Sec¬ 
retary of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation, who was running the sales, and 
they have named this one twice. Sometimes 
it is called "Hump” for Finney and some¬ 
times The Spare. The fourth member of the 
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quartet is Bill, a former hunter. 

Much credit for the success of the team, 
according to both Benham and Shanks, is 
the care given their horses by Charles 
(Baldy) Baldwin. Baldy displays loving at¬ 
tention to the ponies and is never happier 
than when he can "doll them up” for some 
special occasion. Baldwin manages to keep 
close to the team, wherever it goes, for he 
works as recall man for Starter George 
Palmer here and is employed in the secre¬ 
tary’s office as numbers man at Pimlico, 
Garden State, Laurel and Hialeah. 

Benham and Shanks like their work. 
They are the best of friends and both are 
convinced that neither can succeed with¬ 
out the cooperation of the other. That has 
brought them success in this rather new 
profession. Since they are both young, they 
seem headed for many years of efficient 
performance and Maryland fans seem as¬ 
sured of fine protection for the show they 
like to see.

Trainer's Bulletin 

By Joe H. Palmer 

With the lifting of the ban, racing grew 
back to its pre-Byrnes stature virtually over¬ 
night and then, for good measure, grew a 
little more. If anyone doubted the strength 
of racing’s hold on its public he ought now 
to be pretty well resolved. This, inciden¬ 
tally, disposes of a rather feeble argument 
which handbooks used to offer—that they 
kept public interest alive between race 
meetings and that racing would otherwise 
wane in popularity by losing its followers 
to other sports. With nearly five months 
of complete famine — for the number of 
persons who kept track of racing in Mexico 
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was very small—it’s hard to see that any 
followers were lost. 

The first port of call for this reporter 
was the opening of the Keeneland meeting 
at Churchill Downs—Lexingtonians hope 
this will be the last of the "transplanted” 
meetings. It was a little like old-home week 
—more people were shaking hands than 
were standing in front of the pari-mutuel 
windows. The line between professional 
horsemen and the racing public is drawn 
very indistinctly in Kentucky, since there 
is a relatively high proportion of people 
who have either dabbled in horses them¬ 
selves or have been in contact most of their 
lives with breeders and owners and trainers. 
This shouldn’t be taken too literally, of 
course, for the war plants at Louisville have 
drawn in great numbers of "furriners” who 
go to the tracks with the fond hope of 
beating the races instead of going for a 
pleasant and not too expensive afternoon. 

There was some difficulty about filling 
races during the first week, partly because 
horses which might otherwise have started 
were hardly wound up tightly enough to 
go in mud, and partly because there weren’t 
as many horses as usual. There were re¬ 
ports last spring, you may recall, that racing 
might be permitted to resume on a 
"limited” basis, and a good many trainers, 
feeling that restrictions on shipping might 
get them stuck somewhere, took precau¬ 
tions to get stuck in New York, where the 
high purses are. 

Since it is difficult to be in two widely 
separated places at once, this tourist found 
it impossible to be at Pimlico for the open¬ 
ing day, but did the next best thing by 
showing up for the first Saturday. There 
was much the same atmosphere of festivity 
as at Louisville, for here also the proportion 
of professional or amateur horsemen is 
large. Maryland, in fact, is more horse-con¬ 
scious in many ways than Kentucky. In the 
latter state, if a horse can race successfully, 
well and good, and let him be at it. If he 
can’t he isn’t good for anything at all. In

Maryland people seem actually to ride 
them, not only on race tracks but on bridle 
paths and through farms and as often as 
not to hell and away over fences. As a 
utility or a pleasure animal the horse gets 
scant respect in Kentucky; nothing counts 
that isn’t done under silks. This is a some¬ 
what unfortunate situation; I am sometimes 
a little jealous of Marylanders, because they 
seem to get more fun out of their horses. 

From Pimlico to Jamaica is something of 
a jolt, and this is not a figure of speech. You 
do not expect what I hope I may call with¬ 
out offense the country atmosphere of 
Churchill Downs or Pimlico at the metro¬ 
politan tracks, and you don’t get it, either. 
New York horse players are really some¬ 
thing apart, and as someone remarked the 
female of the species is funnier than the 
male. This bystander, who makes maybe a 
dozen bets a year, can stand it well enough, 
but the thousands of people who surge and 
eddy under the stands are explicable only 
on the assumption that they suffer from an 
extreme form of agraphobia. A man who 
can bet on all seven races on a Saturday is 
fit enough to go twenty rounds with a wild¬ 
cat. 

But you can’t get away from a couple 
of facts. One is that purses are high. To be 
sure, some of the stakes have not kept pace 
with the over-night events, and horsemen 
who have beards are beginning to mutter 
in them. Some who do not have beards are 
going to Chicago. But in the main you can 
hardly avoid the conclusion that the most 
important money is in New York. And 
along with this is the second fact that the 
best horses are there, too. Devil Diver and 
Apache and Hoop Jr. and Jeep and that 
amazing bunch of 2-year-olds with which 
Maine Chance Farm took an almost daily 
tribute represent a sort of racing talent that 
is not available elsewhere in really satis¬ 
factory quantities. 

Even so, it was a relief to get to the open¬ 
ing day at Delaware Park, for this is sure¬ 
ly one of the friendliest and most pleasant 
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race tracks anywhere. It is built on the as¬ 
sumption, first, that people want to see the 
races, and second, that they should enjoy 
themselves while doing so. It was not built 
on the assumption that Wilmington and 
vicinity would suddenly go completely wild 
about racing, so the Memorial Day crowd 
loaded it considerably past the gunwales. 
If a man sneezed the crowd around him 
buckled slightly, like when you have too 
many bricks in a pavement. It was an¬ 
nounced shortly after the meeting began 
that purses would be increased by 50 per 
cent, which is the sort of language a horse¬ 
man can understand readily. A great deal 
of thought and expense has gone into mak¬ 
ing the track comfortable and convenient 
for horsemen, and the management has 
pretty definite ideas about what sort of 
people ought to race there. The result has 
been competition of a sort which has 
brought quite a few new owners into the 
game on a sporting basis. 

Belmont Park opened June 4, the first 
two days somewhat marred by what the 
Weather Bureau called intermittent show¬ 
ers. The Toboggan Handicap was the chief 
attraction, of course, and it found Devil 
Diver not quite up to 135 pounds in a foot-

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ing he dislikes somewhat, and Apache ap¬ 
parently a little improved from his Pau- 
monok effort. The latter had been out of 
training for almost a year, as the result of 
ankle trouble, but he seems to have all of 
his old speed and class. 

The track, of course, is so gigantic that 
even the largest crowds have a little room 
in which to move around, although what 
would have happened, had it been open on 
Memorial Day, is open to question. It be¬ 
came the fashion, several years ago, to call 
Belmont Park "snooty,” whatever that 
means, but this observer cannot see any 
sound basis on which the accusation—if it 
is an accusation—can rest. The Widener 
chute has also come in for a good many 
slings and arrows, but the notion here is 
that, after seeing nothing but races on the 
orthodox strips, a different course is a re¬ 
freshing novelty. And trainers like it par¬ 
ticularly for 2-year-olds, since there are no 
turns to negotiate and a lessened chance 
of getting shuffled back. It is to be admitted 
that when a cloud of from twenty to twen¬ 
ty-five 2-year-olds comes flying down the 
chute it takes an alert man to tell what is 
going on. But on the other hand, one of 
the attributes of the race horse is sheer 
speed, and this can certainly be tested most 
adequately over a straight course. 

The "country atmosphere” of Churchill 
Downs was notably absent on June 9. This 
onlooker ducked in after the third race and 
out immediately after the Derby, but even 
so—. Comparison halts. Times Square on 
election night, maybe. Or bedlam. Or both. 

Keeneland Sales 

Catalogs for the "Sale of Selected Year¬ 
lings” which will be held at Keeneland 
Race Course here starting July 30 have been 
mailed to owners of racing stables through¬ 
out the country. Demand for the catalogs 
has been tremendous, according to Brownie 
Leach, executive secretary of the sales com¬ 
pany, who said great attention had been 
centered on the Keeneland sales as a result 
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of the racing success of horses which were 
sold there last year. 

"Practically every major two-year-old 
stake race run in the United States since 
the resumption of racing has been won by 
a horse that passed through the Keeneland 
ring last summer,” Leach declared. The 
stakes winners include Beaugay, Loveme- 
now, Lady Gunner, Fighting Frank, Breezy 
Louise and They Say. Also from the Keene¬ 
land sales of 1944 came Ariel Song, Cal- 
mara, Donna M. G., Aladear, Mamanie, 
and Sarongirl, all of which have placed in 
stakes races in the first month of racing 
this year. 

"This is a select sale,” the company ex¬ 
ecutive stated, "because each of the eighty- 
six breeders with yearlings in it picked what 
he believed to be the best yearlings he will 
offer for sale in 1945 and put them in the 
catalog. The yearlings represent the finest 
Thoroughbred bloodlines in the world, and 
come from horse nurseries of world re¬ 
nown.” 

The total number of yearlings cataloged 
is 422 and every yearling will be sold un¬ 
less excused from the ring by a veterinar¬ 
ian’s certificate because of illness or injury. 
Two sales will be held daily with approx¬ 
imately 55 yearlings going under the ham¬ 
mer in the afternoon and approximately 
fifty each night. The auctions will be held 
in a special pavilion at the Keeneland track, 
and they will last for four days, ending 
Thursday night, August 2. 

Garden State Stewards 

George Brown, Jr., veteran racing offi¬ 
cial now active at Delaware Park, has been 
designated to serve for the second consecu¬ 
tive season as steward at Garden State 
Park. Last year he took over this task when 
.the late Thomas J. Healey was stricken 
seriously ill. With him in the stand will be 
Edwin Brown, Pacific Coast executive, who 
has functioned as a steward at the track 
since the initial season, and also the Mary¬ 
lander William L. Harron, who has served 
at Delaware Park again this year.

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American Race Horses, 1944 

The ninth volume of the series, Amer¬ 
ican Race Horses, published by the Saga¬ 
more Press, at Bel Air, Maryland, has re¬ 
cently reached our desk. This year the book 
is written by Joe H. Palmer, former asso¬ 
ciate editor of The Blood-Horse, and now' 
executive secretary of the American Train¬ 
ers’ Association. Mr. Palmer takes over the 
job started by the eminent "Salvator” and 
none is better fitted for the task. A much 
younger man, who is travelling from track 
to track as the important races are run, Joe 
Palmer has an excellent opportunity to 
study his subjects first-hand and to see them 
race. 

The book, as usual, deals with the handi- 
cappers, the three-year-olds, and the two- 
year-olds, giving their background and 
racing history, as well as extended pedi¬ 
grees. Charts of the principal races are also 
given. There is a picture of each subject, as 
well as a number of the principal sires and 
dams of the year’s best horses. Unfortu¬ 
nately the pictures do not stack up with the 
subject matter, which is a pity, as the book 
is a current history of racing. It is hard, 
however, under present conditions to get 
the kind of pictures wanted or when 
wanted. Vaughn Flannery acted as editor 
cf this year’s volume of the series, as he has 
for the past three years. American Race 
Horses is a book that every follower of the 
turf can find a place for. As the years go 
on it becomes of more value and the earlier 
volumes become more difficult to obtain. 

Maryland Exportation 

Within the past few months exporta¬ 
tions of Thoroughbreds, Hunters, Palo¬ 
minos, Percherons, and cattle of various 
breeds have been exported from Maryland 
to Santo Domingo, Venezuela, Puerto Rica 
and elsewhere.

A Pen Portrait of *Bahram 

John Beamish . of Surrey, England, is the 
author of the following notes on *Bahram, 
a stallion who made a great impression on 
all who knew him as a Triple Crown win¬ 
ner in England. 

The first I knew of # Bahram was when 
he came out as a 2-y-o to find his feet on 
the race track. The general idea in Eng¬ 
land is to let a horse with promise of be¬ 
coming a classic candidate have two or 
three races as a two-year-old, and then to 
retire him until the following season, let- 
tin g him have time to grow and develop 
through the winter. 

*Bahram, as I say, came out to make his 
debut. I rather liked his breeding; Bland- 
ford-Friar’s Daughter, and expected him to 
win his race. He did just that, and in no 
uncertain fashion. The description of him 
in the press gave me a good idea as to his 
make and shape. 

I fancied him from then on to become a 
real live contender for Derby of the follow¬ 
ing year. With his pedigree in mind and 
the previous record of his sire as a begettor 
of Classic stock—Trigo, Blenheim and the 
like—I watched him very keenly. Only 
one horse of his year I put on a level with 
him, Bobsleigh, Lord Derby’s fine horse. 
But alas he went amiss and was scratched 
from the Derby. To my mind that left no 
other but *Bahram in the race. 

I went to Epsom to see him in the Derby 
Stakes. What a crowd; there seemed more 
than ever. Nowhere else in the wide world 
does one get the same feeling, the same at¬ 
mosphere, as on a Derby day at Epsom 
Downs. It is the day of a lifetime to many, 
and I shall never forget the first time I saw 
the noted race course from the top of a 
motor coach as we circled the field and took 
in some of that wonderful atmosphere. I 
simply cannot describe it; it is beyond me. 

It may have been a representative Derby 
field, and I might have been prejudiced, but 
as the horses paraded before the stands, I 
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felt there was only one outstanding animal 
in the lot. The betting reflected that. If I 
remember right *Bahram was odds on be¬ 
fore the off. 

The others were fine horses, all looking 
the picture of equine beauty and health, all 
with good pedigrees, but — maybe I was 
looking for perfection. When my gaze 
rested on *Bahram as he strode past, I felt 
unutterable things. What a horse he was, 
and he was a product of this tight little Is¬ 
land. He was a larger horse than he looked. 
Compact, very, for a three-year-old. A nice 
brown in color. Not the dark brown of a 
Solario, nor yet of a very warm brown, but 
more of a bay-brown to my mind. Head 
and neck very beautifully carried and put 
on, grand shoulders, high at the withers, as 
begets a good horse, good heart room, 
grand body, strong, loins, a full, strong 
quarter well let down, and beautiful legs 
with flat bone and very muscular. 

He had also the quality I like to see in 
any horse in these modern days on the race 
course, and without which no horse can win 
the best races, that of extra leverage in his 
hind quarters and hind legs. He had every 
other quality of make and shape to support 
such leverage, i.e., good loins, heart room, 
grand legs and feet, and not too long in the 
back. What surprised me at the time was 
his wonderfully developed quarters and his 
height at the croup. 

Someone said he was more like the great 
St. Simon than any horse he had ever seen. 
The speaker had known that great horse 
well, both at home and on the track. He 
had seen the famous Fred Archer on his 
back many a time, and especially in his gal¬ 
lops on the exercise grounds, watching him 
along with the old trainer Matt Dawson. 

I myself am not old enough to have seen 
him on the race course having been born in 
the same year St. Simon was foaled, 1881, 
and, having lived the first part of my life 
in the North I never had the chance to see 
him at stud, but I heard much of him, and 
know many of his progeny. 
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I have some good photographs of St. 
Simon and as I see him he was almost the 
Beau Ideal of what a modern racehorse 
should be and perhaps the greatest horse 
which ever trod the turf, up to date. Good 
as *Bahram was, I doubt if he would 
have fully extended that equine wonder if 
they could have met. 

*Bahram had not a lot of great horses to 
beat in the Derby, but he could only run 
away with his field as he did in the St. 
Leger over a longer distance. We never 
really knew how good he was. 

What of his progeny? Up to date what 
few have found their way to the race track 
in this country, except for Big Game, have 
been rather moderate. My own conviction 
is that he didn’t have a real chance to show 
what he could do before the present war 
was upon us and put an end to what would 
we all felt sure, be a very distinguished stud 
career. 

I am not sure whether I liked * Blenheim 
II or *Bahram best. *Bahram had won¬ 
derful conformation, * Blenheim II had 
that quality I felt, of prepotency, which 
goes such a long way to make up for other 
shortcomings, albeit * Blenheim had not 
many faults to my mind. * Blenheim II 
won’t breed many wasters, of that I feel 
sure. The * Bahrams may need a more 
yielding surface on the race tracks than you 
can give them, otherwise I’d say he would 
be equally good as a sire. 

We lost two grand horses and of blood 
lines we could well do with in this country, 
but if they do as well as they look and so 
become silent ambassadors for us in your 
great country, it will be ample recompense, 
and I’m sure we shall rejoice with you in 
their success. 

I will add that we look like having an¬ 
other horse this year which will more than 
carry on the great traditions of the English 
turf, and as he has some very good horses 
to beat his success will be all the more 
valuable. I refer to Dante, by Nearco out 
of Rosy Legend, a mixture of English, 
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French, American, and Italian breeding, but 
primarily of English blood. If I am not 
mistaken he will prove himself a horse and 
a half, and we shall have one to compensate 
us for the loss of the beautiful *Bahram.
